Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1902. 

Birth  Rate  During  the  past  year  159  Male  and  136  Female  births  have  been 

registered  in  the  District.  A  total  of  295,  as  against  129  Male  and 
122  Female  in  the  previous  year  (1901). 

The  Birth  Bate  for  the  present  year  is  28  7  per  1000,  as  against 
26'7  in  1901,  a  satisfactory  increase  considering  I  have  estimated 
the  population  at  10.272,  an  increase  of  888,  due  to  the  large  number 
of  new  houses  that  have  been  erected  in  the  District. 


Death  Rate  During  the  same  period  (year  1902)  152  deaths  have  occurred,  10 

of  which  died  of  Infectious  diseases  in  the  City  of  Liverpool  Hospital, 
situated  in  my  district  at  Fazakerley,  and  3  former  residents  of  the 
district  died  in  Walton  Workhouse,  and  1  in  Mill  Boad  Hospital, 
so  that  the  net  number  to  be  accounted  for  in  my  statistics  is  156. 
Of  these  32  were  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  37  of 
persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  Death  Bate  for  the  year  is  1L2,  a  slight  increase  over  that 
of  last  year  (13*4). 

Infants  Death  Rate  The  Death  Bate  of  Infants,  per  1,000,  born  in  the  district,  is 

108-4. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate  The  Death  Bate  from  the  principal  Infectious  Diseases  is  0’68,  a 

highly  satisfactory  rate  considering  the  increased  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  during  the  year.

This  is  an  increase,  but  any  district  proximate  to  the  City  of 
Liverpool  will  probably  be  in  the  same  position  owing  to  the  great 
prevalence  of  Scarlatina. 

According  to  our  usual  custom  the  City  of  Liverpool  received  our 
Infectious  Hospital  cases,  but,  as  in  the  latter  part  of  the  previous 
year,  they  have  not  been  able  to  take  any  cases  of  Scarlatina,  and 
I  have  found  it  very  difficult  to  deal  with  these  cases.  Isolation  has 
had  to  be  carried  on  in  the  majority  of  them,  and  on  the  14th  May 
it  was  necessary  to  open  our  own  Cottage  Hospital  at  Kirkby  for 
them,  and  eight  cases  were  received  and  treated  there.  The 
Corporation  of  Liverpool  were  able  to  take  what  other  diseases  I 
could  not  isolate,  and  four  cases  of  Small-Pox  and  three  of  Diphtheria 
were  treated  bv  them.

As  regards  individual  Townships : — 

In  Aintree  4  cases  of  Scarlatina,  one  of  Enteric  Fever  and  one  of 
Erysipelas  were  notified.  One  case  of  Scarlatina  went  to  our  hospital  at 
Kirkby ;  the  others  were  isolated  and  treated  at  their  homes,  and  all 
the  patients  recovered. 

A  new  Mortuary  for  the  use  of  this  and  adjoining  Townships  was 
erected  during  the  year. 

The  Liverpool  water  mains  have  now  been  extended  to  the  Mill,  and 
the  Mill  Cottages,  and  also  to  Hunter’s  House,  Aintree  Lane,  so  that 
now  the  whole  Township  is  practically  supplied  with  water  from  this  source. 

As  heretofore  this  Township  has  been  the  source  of  constant  anxiety. 
Row  after  row  of  new  houses  keep  on  appearing,  and  during  the  year 
178  of  them  have  been  erected  and  occupied.  The  Liverpool  Corporation’s 
Hospital,  situated  in  this  Township,  (which  was  opened  in  1901)  has 
been  very  largely  added  to  during  the  past  year.  Considering  the 
difficulty  of  disposing  of  sewage  in  a  Rural  District,  the  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  at  this  Hospital  have  been  admirably  carried  out.  As  before  their 
sewage  is  treated  by  filter  beds,  and  I  have  no  fault  to  find  with  their 
modus  operandi. 

The  old  difficulty  of  sewering  the  new  avenues  in  Longmoor  Lane  has, 
I  am  pleased  to  state,  at  last  been  overcome.  The  Health  Committee  of 
the  Corporation  of  Liverpool  consented  to  receive  it,  and  the  connection 
with  their  main  sewer  was  made  in  May  last,  since  when  the  constant 
complaints  usually  received  have  to  all  intents  and  purposes  ceased.

This  Township  lias  now  a  large  population,  and  its  boundary  is  in 
absolute  contact  with  that  of  the  City  of  Liverpool  for  a  considerable 
distance,  making  the  two  practically  one  community,  so  that  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  Infectious  oases  notified  is  easily  explained,  23  cases 
were  reported  to  me,  viz: — 2  of  Small-pox  (to  be  referred  to  later  on),  14 
of  Scarlatina,  3  of  Diphtheria,  1  of  Membranous  Croup,  2  of  Enteric  Fever, 
and  1  of  Erysipelas.  These  cases  were  all  isolated  and  treated  at  their 
homes  with  the  exception  of  the  cases  of  Small-pox  and  2  of  the  Diphtheria 
cases  which  where  treated  at  the  Liverpool  City  Hospital,  1  death  occurred 
from  Diphtheria,  and  1  from  Membranous  Croup. 

Further  extensions  of  the  Liverpool  water  mains  have  been  made  along 
Higher  Lane  as  far  as  Sparrow  Hall,  and  the  supply  is  now  satisfactory. 

Like  Fazakerley  the  Township  of  Orrell  and  Ford  joins  the  City  of 
Liverpool  on  one  side,  and  it  also  joins  the  Borough  of  Bootle,  and  again 
we  have  here  an  increased  population  and  therefore  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Infectious  cases  almost  similar  to  that  in  Fazakerley.  2  cases 
of  Small-pox,  15  of  Scarlatina,  3  of  Diphtheria  and  1  of  Erysipelas  were 
reported.  The  Small-pox  cases  were  removed  to  the  Liverpool  City 
Hospital,  and  the  others  were  isolated  and  treated  at  their  homes,  and 
all  recovered. 

The  majority  of  the  population  is  situated  at  the  place  known  as 
“  Klondyke,”  and  the  drainage  here  is  probably  the  most  difficult  problem 
that  needs  solution  in  the  whole  District.  The  pail  system  prevails  and 
the  surface  drainage  goes  into  the  Boundary  brook,  and  an  adequate  scheme 
of  Sewage  disposal  and  Drainage  is  becoming,  day  by  day  more  essential. 

The  Water  supply  is  from  the  Liverpool  mains  and  therefore  quite 
efficient. 

These  villages  have,  as  heretofore,  been  practically  free  from  Infectious 
Disease,  only  4  cases  of  Scarlatina,  1  of  Enteric  Fever  and  2  of  Erysipelas 
having  been  reported.  These  were  properly  isolated  and  they  all  recovered. 

From  these  2  Townships  were  reported  7  cases  of  Scarlatina,  1  of  Enteric 
Fever  and  2  of  Erysipelas,  all  which  were  isolated  at  their  homes  and 
recovered.

In  the  Township  of  Sefton,  the  question  of  the  Water  Supply,  oft 
remarked  upon  in  these  Annual  reports,  is  gradually  being  overcome.  A 
new  main  has  been  laid  from  St.  Helen’s  Well  to  the  Rectory  and  Schools, 
and  the  Liverpool  mains  to  Edge  Farm  and  Edge  Lane.  Further  extensions 
are  in  contemplation  and  I  hope  shortly  to  be  able  to  state  that  this 
Township  has  as  good  a  Water  Supply  as  any  in  the  District. 

Here  the  Infectious  Diseases  show  a  decrease  on  those  of  the  previous 
year.  Those  notified  were  4  of  Scarlatina,  1  of  Enteric  Fever  and  1  of 
Erysipelas.  They  were  isolated  and  treated  at  their  homes  and  all  but 

1  of  Scarlatina  recovered. 

In  my  last  report  I  stated  the  Septic  tank  for  the  treatment  of  the 
Park  drainage  was  being  improved  by  having  increased  filtration  area 
added.  This  has  now  been  completed  and  the  work  appears  to  be  good, 
the  Sewage  is  properly  treated  and  the  effluent  satisfactory,  and  none  of 
the  complaints  so  frequent  in  the  past  have  been  received  from  the 
adjoining  Sanitary  Authority  of  West  Lancashire. 

This  widely  scattered  Township  continues  to  improve.  Many  common 
nuisances  have  occurred  but  have  either  been  abated  or  are  under  a  course 
of  treatment. 

The  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  here  consisted  of  9  cases  of  Scarlatina, 

2  of  Diphtheria  and  1  of  Erysipelas,  7  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  treated 
in  our  Cottage  Hospital  at  Kirkby,  and  one  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  in 
the  Liverpool  City  Hospital.  Death  resulted  in  1  case  of  Diphtheria 
and  in  that  of  Erysipelas. 

In  this  Township  the  ashpits  and  middens  are  emptied  by  contract, 
which  contract  has,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  been  efficiently  carried 

out. 

During  the  past  year  Nuisances  under  the  Supervision  of  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  have  been  dealt  with.

Fifteen  complaints  from  the  Public  of  alleged  nuisances  have  been 


received  and  due  attention  given  to  them. 


The  numbers  of  inspections  and  visits  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
were  (1),  in  relation  to  nuisances,  &c.,  566,  and  (2),  to  houses  at  which 
Infectious  disease  existed,  187. 


Only  a  few  common  lodging  houses  exist  and  they  are  all  situated  in 
West  Derby  Rural.  They  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  no 
complaint  has  lately  been  made  about  them. 

These  are  generally  in  a  clean  and  improved  condition.  Any  suggestions 
made  to  the  occupiers  have  been  willingly  and  efficiently  carried  out. 
At  least  800  cubic  feet  of  space  per  animal  is  being  provided  in  all 
new  cow-sheds. 


These  also  have  been  systematically  inspected  and  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  number  of  the  principal  Zymotic  diseases 
which  have  been  reported  during  the  year,  an  increase  which  is  easily 
accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  population,  I  consider  an  improve¬ 
ment  lias  taken  place  in  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  District. 
The  laying  of  new  water  mains  in  Sefton,  the  connection  of  the  new 
property  so  rapidly  built  in  Fazakerley  with  the  Liverpool  main 
sewer,  and  the  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question  of  the  Kirkby  Park

drainage  area,  liave  removed  to  a  great  extent  our  most  pressing  difficulties. 
The  only  difficult  problem  facing  us  at  the  present  time  is  the  sewerage  of 
the  populous  part  of  Orrell  known  as  “  Klondyke.” 

Though  the  Infectious  diseases  have  been  more  numerous,  the  in¬ 
crease  is  due  to  (in  addition  to  the  increased  population  already  noted), 
the  extreme  mildness  of  the  cases.  Many  never  came  under  medical 
treatment  at  all,  and  these  cases,  though  so  mild  in  themselves,  are 
no  less  infectious  to  those  with  whom  they  come  in  contact. 

The  four  cases  of  Small-pox  already  referred  to  (two  of  which 
occurred  in  Orrell,  and  between  which  two  cases  no  connection  could 
be  traced,  and  two  in  Fazakerley  where  husband  and  wife  were  the 
infected  persons),  were  immediately  removed  to  the  Liverpool  City 
Hospital,  and  all  necessary  disinfection,  precautions  and  immediate  re¬ 
vaccinations  were  carried  out.  and  the  spread  of  the  disease  arrested. 

In  accordance  with  Local  Government  Acts,  I  am  as  usual  sending 
copies  of  this  Report  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  the  Local 
G  overnment  Board. 

Printed  forms  filled  in  on  New  Principle  I.  to  IV.  of  Births,  Deaths, 
and  new  cases  of  sickness  classified  according  to  localities  are  here¬ 
with  appended. 

Disinfection  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  has  been  carried  out  as  heretofore, 
by  agreement  with  the  Liverpool  Health  Committee,  and  has  in  all  cases 
been  properly  and  effectually  done,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
again  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
Liverpool  and  his  assistants,  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness 
in  helping  us  when  called  upon. 

At  the  time  of  closing  this  Report  the  District  is  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  There  are  a  few  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  about,  but  nothing 
calling  for  serious  anxiety  or  comment.  One  case  of  Small-pox  from 
Fazakerley  has  been  recently  sent  to  the  Liverpool  City  Hospital.
